She has had the opportunity to team 
up with well respected 
ProducerWideographer, Steven Vitali. 
Together, they are diligently working 
to produce Cheryl's first Canadian 
Video of her new Canadian Song 
called Canada The Power of the 
Dream. Steven is in town this week to 
work with Cheryl to preview special 
sites in the Sudbury area to shoot the 
video.

Also known as Stefano Vitali, 
he is recognized for his outstanding 
work as a director for music videos. 
Steven's Debut album Come Dream 
With Me reached number 1 on the 
Easy Listening chart in 1989. His 
music has been featured on CD com- 
pilations along side Amanda Marshall, 
Bonnie Rait, Go West, Alias, National

Steven is the composer of the 
musical score to the film Come Fly 
With Us. This film was a presentation 
of the Canadian Snowbirds flying 
team. Millions of people have heard 
this song and as a point in fact, 
Steven has actually flown with the 
Snowbirds and been made an hon- 
orary Snowbird. 

Having seen Cheryl Cerri sing 
he approached her regarding the pro- 
duction of a video. As a result, the 
two of them have merged their talents 
and will begin with the video followed 
by a concert tour blastoff here in 
Sudbury this coming May. 

This being Cheryl's first music 
video, she chose to shoot the video in 
her home town of Sudbury. She com- 
posed her song, Canada the Power of 
the Dream in both English and 
French. Her vision is to create a video 
of the multiculturalism our city has to 
offer. Having such a large multicultur- 
al community as we do, she believes 
that this video will reflect the many 
nationalities that represent our city 
and country. The song she has writ- 
ten reflects the beauty Canada has to 
offer. 

Typically, most Canadian 





videos reflect the beautiful geographic 
landscapes Canada possesses, how- 
ever, Cerri wants to create a video 
with the people. She will utilize the 
people in our city who dress in their 
traditional clothing and wants to con- 
vey the beauty in her video. 

Most of you will recognize 
Cheryl Cerri for her 4 octave operati- 
cally trained voice. She studied 
opera in Milan, Italy and proceeded to 
record country in Nashville, 
Tennesee. She has a wide range of 
genres and styles to her credit. 

Recently, Cheryl has been 
seen as the opening performer on 
Canada Day on Parliament Hill in 
Ottawa for the CBC noon show pro- 
duction and she has been heard on 
countless radio stations around the 
world including five television sta- 
tions. She has also been the opening 
performer performing both the 
Canadian and American National 
anthems at a Raptors Game at the 
Air Canada Centre in Toronto, and 
this past September at a Blue Jays 
baseball game at the Dome in 
Toronto. 

She performed in Toronto at 
the Sheraton Centre for Premiere 
Dalton McGuinty, and recently per- 
formed in a concert with Maureen 
Forrester the Canadian Opera Singer. 
She has won several awards Includ- 
ing the Northern Ontario Country 
Music Award, the Canadian Star 
Award, the Z103 Radio Music Award 
and more. She also recently per- 
formed for our Prime Minister Paul 
Martin at his fundraiser here in 
Sudbury at our cavern. She per- 
formed "Canada the Power of the 
Dream" and she presented him with a 
framed CD of this Canadian song. 



He loved it. At this time they would 
like to try to turn this song into a sec- 
ond Canadian Anthem. 

Cheryl attributes much of the 
success of this song to date to her 
friend Diane Marleau who was one of 
the first people to ever hear the song. 
Diane continues to be a strong sup- 
porter of Cheryl's music and in spe- 
cific this song. Cheryl also has four 
CDs to her credit including a Gospel 
CD, a Christmas CD, a Classical CD 
and a CD she composed to dedicate 
to the victims of cancer. Cerri & Vitali 
are also collaborating on a tour. 

Their managers are presently 
in the process of booking several 
concerts throughout Canada and 
quite possibly the US. They will 
begin this tour here in Sudbury and 
are actively working on a concert at 
the Sudbury Theatre Centre to pre- 
view the release of the video DVD 
"Canada The Power of the Dream" on 

May 27^*^ and 28^^ of this year. 
Steven, also being a composer and 
keyboard artist will bring his full band 
up to Sudbury to perform solo and 
accompany Cheryl. 

This concert proves to be a 
grand couple of nights with lots of 
singing and incredible music, along 
with visual attractions. Tickets will 
move quickly however, and are

For a group or col- 
laboration, at least 50% of its members must 
meet residency requirements, unless indicated 
otherwise. 

Northern Ontario comprises the territo- 
rial districts of Algoma, Cochrane, Kenora, 
Manitoulin, Nipissing, Parry Sound, Rainy 
River, Sudbury, Thunder Bay, Timiskaming and 
the District Municipality of Muskoka. 

Nominees may nominate and submit 
themselves or be nominated by someone else. 
The submission fee per entry is $5 for mem- 
bers and $15 for non-members. 

Nominations for all award categories 
open February 6, 2004 at 5pm. The deadline 
for nominations is May 10, 2004 at 5pm. 

There will be three finalists selected for 
each category. The finalists will be announced 



during the month of July 2004 and the winners 
announced during the Awards Ceremony to be 
held in Sudbury on September 18, 2004. 
Further details about the actual ceremony will 
be released during the coming months.

Roses 
are recognized 
as the world's 
most loved and 

grown flower. They have been a constant source 
of inspiration throughout history in such different 
fields as religion, literature, art, the perfume indus- 
try, fashion, gastronomy and, of course, horticul- 
ture and gardening. The $840.00 encyclopedia, 
published by Elsevier Press in Oxford, England, 
contains many articles likely to be of interest to 
Sudbury and area gardeners including breeding,

pruning, fertilizing, propagation, pests and 
pathogens, and judging. Volume 3 is a list, with 
breeding information, of all the varieties of roses 
found in the world 

The idea for the encyclopedia was first dis- 
cussed in 1994 when about 200 biologists, includ- 
ing Dr. 
Shorthouse, 
met in 
Antibes, 
France for an 
international 
conference on 
rose biology. 
Possible arti- 
cles and their 
authors for the 
encyclopedia 
were dis- 
cussed over 
the next 6 
years and 
then as part of 
another con- 
ference in 
Herzliya, 
Israel, the edi- 
torial team was 
established. Dr. Shorthouse, as the only entomolo- 
gist at the Israel conference, was asked to write a 
review article on insect pest? attacking roses of 
the world and a second article on cynipid galls 
attacking roses of Canada and Europe. 

Dr. Shorthouse was also responsible for 
soliciting and editing articles on aphids, mites, 
thrips, and pollinators of roses.

Health Canada Awards Over ^8 Million to 
Laurentlan University and College Boreal 



The Honourable Diane Marleau, MP for 
Sudbury, and Mr. Raymond Bonin, MP for 
Nickel Belt, announced today, on behalf of 
the Honourable Pierre Pettigrew, federal Minister 
of Health, that the Government of Canada would 
be allocating $6,336,532 over the next five years 
to Laurentian University and $2 538 899 to 
College Boreal. This grant will support training and 
retention of health professionals to serve 
Francophone communities. 

"The implementation of these measures 
demonstrates the Government of Canada's ongo- 
ing commitment to supporting the vitality of the 
official languages minority communities by giving 
them better access to health services," said Ms. 
Marleau. "These funds will enable Laurentian 
University and College Boreal to increase the 
number of students registered in their health train- 
ing programs and to further promote their pro- 
grams to facilitate recruitment of students." 

"This federal initiative will allow Laurentian 
University and College Boreal to achieve their 
development objectives in health, a field which we 
have identified as a priority area for development," 
explained Mr. Bonin. "This investment will encour- 
age Francophones interested in a career in the 
health sector to study and remain in Northern 
Ontario." 

With these funds, Laurentian University 
will increase by 254 the number of students regis- 
tered in its nursing, social work, midwifery educa- 
tion, and health promotion programs. Laurentian is 
also looking at developing new French-language 
programs such as a Bachelor degree in health sci- 
ences, Masters programs in nursing and psycholo- 
gy as well as a Ph.D. in health sciences. 



Laurentian will also pursue its ongoing collabora- 
tion in nursing with College Boreal. 

Laurentian will develop several media- 
based courses to increase the distance education 
potential to ensure a wider access to French-lan- 
guage programs in Francophone communities. It 
also plans on dedicating resources towards the 
development and support of clinical placements 
for the medical school so that students may 
remain in their community. 

With this funding, College Boreal will be 
able to accept 384 more learners in the Health 
Sciences programs over the next five years. The 
College will increase clinical space for some pro- 
grams, such as Medical Radiation Technology, 
and will acquire new equipment and laboratories 
to stimulate this increase. As a member of the 
Consortium national de formation en sante 
(national consortium in health training), College 
Boreal will share its expertise in mediatization and 
the development of course material. 

"Laurentian takes great pride in being 
able to establish programs and initiatives that will 
improve access to health services in French in 
Francophone communities in Northern Ontario 
and other parts of the country," explained 
Laurentian University President Dr. Judith 
Woodsworth. "While increasing the number of 
French-language health professionals, the 
University will develop new partnerships to 
increase access to existing programs and favour 
professional development." 

Ms. Gisele Chretien, President of College 
Boreal, says that this funding will promote collab- 
oration between colleges and universities: "Last 



Fall, we admitted 34 learners in the collaborative 
program with Laurentian University in Nursing 
instead of the 14 expected. This shows an 
increase in the interest of Francophones for the 
health care sector and also that the collaborative 
projects between colleges and universities really 
work. There is a need for more health care practi- 
tioners and we can fill this need. This funding will 
promote further collaborations with eight other 
postsecondary institutions that are part of the 
national consortium in health training while facili- 
tating the transition between colleges and univer- 
sities." 

These funds will be allocated under the 
Contribution Program to Improve Access to Health 
Services for Official Languages Minority 
Communities. Under this program, $63 million, 
spread over five years, will be allocated for the 
component consisting of support for training and 
retention of health professionals for French-speak- 
ing minority communities. This national initiative is 
coordinated by the Consortium national de forma- 
tion en sante (CNFS) (national consortium in 
health training). 

The CNFS-Laurentian University and 
CNFS-College Boreal work in partnership with 
eight other postsecondary institutions located in 
minority French-speaking communities in Canada. 
The Consortium's objective is to increase the pres- 
ence and contributions of Francophone health pro- 
fessionals and promote research in health-related 
areas. The CNFS also strives to meet the health . 
needs of minority French-speaking communities 
and significantly improve their well being and 
development.

This filnn has been in the heart and mind of Mel 
Gibson for the last two years. A devout Catholic, Mel 
Gibson chose to depict the 12 hours before Christ's 
death on a cross after he read the book entitled, "The 
Doloreous Passion of Our Lord Jesus" by Anne Catherine 
Emmerich. When Gibson was asked why he chose to 
examine the twelve hours leading up to Christ's death, he 
replied that those twelve hours were "the pinnacle of His 
sacrifice. He achieved his purpose for coming to earth." 
This movie is rated R for the scenes of extreme vio- 
lence surrounding Christ's suffering at the hands of His 
tormentors. One example of the violent nature of this film 



is that actor James Caviezel, who plays Christ, actually 
suffered a dislocated shoulder during the scourging 
scene. In addition, Caviezel was hit by lightening and suf- 
fered from hypothermia while he was hanging on the 
cross. 

A unique feature of this film is that it is presented with 
English subtitles while the actors speak in Latin, Aramaic 
(the language Jesus Christ spoke) and Hebrew. 

There has been some controversy surrounding this 
film, which is not unusual for a film about the life of Christ. 
At the time of the publication of Lambda, the film had not 
been released so I have not had a chance to view it for 
myself. However, I am looking forward to seeing this 
presentation and I encourage you to see it too, especially 
if you have researched this part of human history or if you 
really don't know anything at all about the actual events 
surrounding the life of Christ. I would welcome your 
reviews of the movie. It would be very interesting to have 
several people give their thoughts on it in Lambda's next 
edition.

The College Student 
Alliance, a services and 
advocacy organization 
representing 16 college stu- 
dent associations throughout 
Ontario, announced the launch 
of a province-wide education 
and awareness campaign for 
all 140,000 full-time students. 
The campaign was developed 
in response to growing student 
concerns that a strike by 
Ontario's full-time faculty and 
Instructors could result in the 
loss of their academic year. 

Through a series of ini- 
tiatives, including the organiza- 
tion's first Ontario-wide confer- 
ence call,the Alliance has 
reached out to ALL of Ontario's 
College Student leaders. 
Valerie Rothlin, President of 
the Alliance summarized the 
collective perspective of the 
group by stating that, "College 
students must not lose any 
class time as a result of a fac- 
ulty strike." 

The Alliance's awareness 
campaign which has already 
been supported by virtually 
every College students' associa- 
tion in Ontario includes the sub- 
mission of direct student letters 
to Mary Anne Chambers, the 
Minister of Colleges, Training 
and Universities, Dalton 
McGuinty, the Premier of 
Ontario and local college riding 
Members of Provincial 
Parliament (MPP's), 

The Alliance's Fax cam- 
paign is being supported by on- 
campus petitions urging the 
Legislature to ensure that, 
Ontario's college students will 
not, "lose any contact days as a 
result of a strike by our full-time 
faculty and instructors." Student 
Associations from throughout 
Ontario have also begun their 
own on-campus educational 
efforts including educational 
workshops and information pick- 
ets. 

The Alliance and all of 
Ontario's College students 
urge both the Ontario Public 
Service Employees Union 
(OPSEU) and the Colleges 
Compensation and 
Appointments Council to find a 
resolution to their outstanding 
issues before the Faculty's 
strike date of March 3, 2004.

Question: I am in Dr, Burke's class in 
Canadian h'story and need to find some 
newspaper articles for my essay on 
Louis Riel. Any suggestions, Amiable 
Librarian?

Answer: Bien entendu. This year the 
library has acquired a fabulous source of 
nineteenth century newspapers called 
the Paper of Record. This resource, available 
in the History section of the library's home 
page, consists of over 8,000,000 digitized full- 
page newspaper images that you can search 
for unique coverage of past events. The 
archive is created from over 200 newspaper 
collections on microfilm, preserving the original 
format of the paper, but saving you hours, even 
days, of research time. Now, you don't have to 
scroll manually through reel after reel of film to 
unfold history, page by page. You can use this 
search engine to find exactly what you want. 

The only problem with the P of R as a 
source however, is that for most newspapers, 
coverage is only for a year or two and the 
Amiable supposes that a second drawback at 



least for Canadian history students is that the P 
of R contains newspapers from all around the 
world including small towns in Mexico that the 
Amiable has never heard of. Nuevo Leon or 
San Luis Potosi anyone? 

Another strategy would be to go to the 
Public Library, which has now mounted both 
the Globe and Mail from 1844 and the Toronto 
Star from 1892 onward. To access these 
sources all you need is a membership to the 
library which is available at no charge to citi- 
zens of Greater Sudbury. On the same page 
as you access the P of R you can see refer- 
ence to the Globe and Star as well as a link to 
the list of library branches nearest you where 
you can obtain your access card. Closest to 
campus: the one at 1991 Regent St. South 
(ph: 522-9932).

You will discover that the library is pret- 
ty well stocked with the publications of both the 
Ontario and federal government and the rea- 
son is that it has depository status with these 



governments. Translated into English, that 
means that the library receives all these publi- 
cations at no charge providing it makes them 
accessible to the public. 

Question: Do you have access to the 
Books In Print database and if so, are 
students entitled to access it also? If 
yes, may I have the proper codes? 
Thank you.

Answer: Yes Rachel, you can access 
Books in Print, At the Library's home 
page, click on Reference Tools and then 
Books in Print. This is a proxy-protected prod- 
uct, which means that the library has paid for it 
and you must provide your username and 
password if you want access to it from off cam- 
pus. 

To clarify, your username is the first two 
initials of your name, underscore, then your last 
name, as in jx_smith. Your password would 
be your birthday in the format month, day, year, 
then the last three digits of your student num- 
ber, as in 112883555. These are the "proper 
codes" you were mentioning in your query. 
For those who are not familiar with it, 
Books in Print provides access to books that 
may be purchased from all English language 
publishers. Often you will find references in 
BIP that are not available through chapters.ca 
or amazon.ca, the two websites most often 
used for book ordering.
